E urope ’s Economy 


What had to be done now has been 
ordered. The United States will supply 
oil to Europe. 

Americans have never been quite able 
to realize that a blocked Suez Canal 
would ruin Europe’s economy. That, in 
turn, would soon have serious repercus- 
sions in this country. Some prices will 
go up anyhow. 

In addition there was the political 
problem. A Europe with its industry 
paralyzed would soon drown in political 
chaos, leaving Russia the winner. 

This we could not permit to happen. 

Isolationists should, but likely won't, 
learn a lesson from this. The lesson is that 
we must have a going partnership with 
Europe. There must be a Western alliance. 
It must be a strong one. There must be 
no necessity for—unilateral__moves. 

There was never any question about 
our supplying oil. We should have moved 
earlier. Egypt without question was de- 
laying clearing the canal and making any 
settlement in order to bring England and 
Europe to economic ruin. 

With our decision to supply oil, the 
Suez problem shou ‘lear, up more rap- 
idly unless Egypt has determined on 
joining Russia for war. Meanwhile, all 
possible speed should be urged in getting 
the tankers on their way.

Teacher Pay Misery 


If trouble likes companionship, then 
Georgia is in a crowd when“it comes to 
the problem of teacher pay. 

Speaking in Memphis recently, the 
executive secretary of the Tennessee 
Education Assn. said his group would 
like raises that would cost the: state 18 
million dollars next year. 

The money would be used: for $300 
across the board the first year and $100 
the second and so on until teachers’ sal-

aries are on a par with the pay in smnilar 
professions. 

The TEA official isn’t too hopeful, but 
he said, “As long as 32 per cent of Ten- 
nessee’s teachers make less than $2,500 
annually somebody will have to fight for 
salaries.”’ 

He’ went on to talk about how few 
men teach school and how many who do 
give it up before they have been at it 
long. 

“After a year or so the young men 
entering the profession decide to have 
families and live like other people do,” 
the Tennessee educator said. 

Young husbands and fathers find it 
hard to do that and teach school. Indeed, 
a man who can raise a family in decent 
standards on $2,500 a year shouldn’t be 
in the classroom. He should be on the 
lecture circuit or subbing for Sylvia 
Porter (or Roger Babson).

Wheat Williams Offers 


Some Excellent Advice 


DeKalb County Commissioner Wheat 
Williams,# who has held the job during 
a transition period in the county’s gov- 
ernmental affairs, offered the incoming 
five-man commission some good advice 
Thursday. 

Warning the commission to put aside 
fear of pressure groups, he advised them 
to follow a course of common courage 
and that the future of the county must 
not be placed “in the hands of negative 
thinkers.” 


It is evident from the rapid manner 
in which DeKalb countians have accepted 
responsibility for progress—proved in the 
recent election and in théir overwhelm- 
ing approval of a school bond issue—that 
they agree with Mr. Williams.

Prevent a Mob Murder 


Prompt action on the part of a group 
of Geotgia laW enforcement officers un- 
doubtedly averted a lynching in Mont- 
gomery County. 

The terror and disgrace of mob rule 
was avoided when Montgomery Sheriff 
W. Claude Sharpe and his deputy Leroy 
Fountain were joined by Wheeler County 
Sheriff Morris Johnson and men from the 
Georgia Bureau of Investigation and the 
State Patrol in removing a Negro from 
the mob threatened Mt. Vernon jail. 

The Negro was suspected of slashing 
the throat of a white woman when she 
surprised him in the act of robbing her 
home. 

The sheriff reported that- while the 
crowd was orderly, some members had 
guns and a few were demanding that the 
Negro be turned over to them. 

“It just takes a few to stir up a mob,” 
Sheriff Sharpe said. 

The officers involved showed the kind 
of courage and devotion to duty that de- 
serves the highest commendation. ‘Too 
often, in situations of this kind,°those who 
have sworn to enforce the law turn their 
backs out of fear for their own personal 
safety or because they. lack the moral 
courage to live up to their oaths of office. 

This splendid action on the part of 
the good people and law officers of the 
Montgomery and Wheeler County area 
will help balance the unfavorable pub- 
licity periodically inflicted on Georgia by 
some of its irresponsible, race baiting 
demagogues.

Russians Must Be Answered 


With ‘°C rash’ Missile Program 


Events have moved so swiftly and there has been such an urgency 
in dealing with the day's—indeed, the hour’s—new problems in the 
Middle East that perspective still is lacking. Under the circumstances, 
there seems not yet to have been any assessment in practical terms 
of what may be the starkest fact of all the past hectic month. 


The Hungarians have proved 
that men still will die for some- 
thing that is of supreme -impor- 
tance to them—for their freedom. 
After this demonstration we can- 
not truthfully say that a nation 
will not fight and die. If we cannot 
say that, we cannot say that war 
is impossible. 

We have learned something else 
in the Middle East—that in this 
crisis, as in every major crisis 
since World War II, the issue is 
between the United States and the 
U.S.S.R. This time, as before, it 
boils down to which of us is to be 
the leading world: power. 

As we see it, most Americans 
feel that there is only one position 
this country can afford to take in 
the Middle East. In the past few 
years, we have refused to be 
pushed around by the Communists 
in Western Europe and in the 
Pacific. 

Let us not be pushed around by 
them today in the Middle East— 
or we may forfeit not only our 


‘world leadership but the opportuni- 


ty we still possess of using our 
power to bring peace to a tor- 
mented world, 

On Nov. 5, Premier Bulganin of 
Russia wrote Prime Minister Eden 
of Britain and Premier Mollet of 
France, demanding that they cease 
fire and remove their troops from 
Egypt. Along with this demand, 
he issued the clear threat to use 
atomic warhead rockets on Lon- 
don and Paris, 

Whether the Russians are bluff- 
ing about using what may be only 
an improvement of the old Ger- 


_ 


man V 2 is a matter for more 
leisurely conjecture. What we are 
faced with is the fact that atomic 
rockets now figure in international 
blackmail. Any day now, there 
could come a note addressed to 
our government threatening their 
use against Washington or New 
York. 


Such a threat can be deterred 
and its power to intimidate us can- 
celed only by our having equality 
or superiority in striking power 
and United States-to-Russia range 
with the same weapon. This 
means, inescapably, producing the 
intercontinental ballistic missile, 
initialized as the IBM, the 5,500- 


_mile-range rocket. 


Whether we should build the 
IBM and at how fast a rate has 
been considered before at the very 
highest government levels. The de- 
cision has been not to undertake 
a Manhattan Project approach; to 
emphasize, instead, the intermedi- 
ate range rocket: to ‘waste no 
money”’ on any large-scale IBM 
experimenting. This has meant 
giving control of it to the budget- 
makers and accountants. 

No one is suggesting we waste 
public funds. But this is exactly 
the right point in time to recall 
that we never got the atomic bomb 
by a pinch-penny approach.

Through all the history of these United States we 
Georgians had led Florida in population. But not any more. 


This vear the upstarts down un- 
der booted Georgia from 14th place 
in the nation’s population rankings, 
and now we're in 15th place, back 
where Florida formerly was. 

This discouraging news is borne 
to us by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, acting as _ sad-tidings 
agent for the Bureau of the Census. 

The census people have/ come 
cut with estimates of the 1956 pop- 
ulations of all the states, and Flori- 
da’s civilian total (military ex- 
ciuded) is 37,000 more than that of 
Georgia’s. 

The Sand State’s population gain 
since the last census in 1950 has 
absolutely done Georgia in. We 
picked up an estimated 257,000 citi- 
zens in the six-year period but 
Florida gathered in 948,000, a 34.7 
per cent gain compared to Geor- 
gia’s 6.8 per cent. 

Only Nevada and Arizona—with 
52.3 and 39.5 per cent gains—led 
Florida in percentage of total pop- 
ulation rise. 

In the seven-state Southeastern 
region, Mississippi alone showed a 
drop in citizens in the period since 
1950. That state went down 2.8 per 
cent, a loss in absolute numbers of 
61,000 persons. Alabama and Ten- 
nessee gained less in population 
than did .Georgia; the two Caro- 
linas gained more than we did.

I don’t know 
where it began, some time be- 
fore we were married in 1921, 
but he told me that he would 
provide for his immediate fam- 
ily when he died and give the 
rest of his money for the foun- 
dation."’ 

Mrs. du Pont will also assign 
her money to the foundation. 

She continued, ‘‘In the will he 
stipulated that the institute 
could be built in my lifetime 
if I so desired, I knew it would 
not be what he wanted if I 
didn’t build it,’’ 

She referred to the Alfred I. 
du Pont Institute which was 
built on the estate near Wilm- 
ington, Del., and opened in 
1940. 


85-BED HOSPITAL 


It is an 85-bed hospital which 
treats crippled children with 
orthopedic difficulties. Young- 
sters from neighboring states 
and several ‘Southern - states.
